COMMON GROUND 

Drawing the line of distinction between its 
own platform and the policies of the Govern- 
ment of Alberta, the Credit party of 
British Columbia defines its objectives to be: 

1, Control of the creation and issue of money 
by the Government. 

2. Creation by Government of money at the 
rate of growth of production, and its issue into 
the economic system as a subsidy to consump- 
tion in the form of a dividend to every citizen, 

3. A national discount on sales of goods by 
which the seller would be reimbursed for 
equal reduction in prices to the consumer. 

If these are the aims of Social Credit prop 
erly so-called, there are a good many outside 
the ranks of that party and outside British Co- 
lumbia who can see reason the basic idea, 
though they may differ as to the means for im- 
plementing it. 

That the national Government should con- 
trol the creation and issue of money was de- 
clared to be the opinion of the vast majority of 
Canadian voters last fall, when they returned 
the Mackenzie King Government—to use the 
publie credit “in terms of the public need.”

reflex aches which are the result of a disturb- 
ance of of the internal organs. For ex- 
ample, bladder inflammation may cause more 
difficulty in the back than in the bladder. Or, 
a misplacement of the uterus in women, or a 
prostatic enlargement in men, or a prolapsed 
colon in either sex, may induce backache. 


one 


Spinal lesions are another possible cause of 
backache. In many cases these lesions have re- 
sulted from accident or from relaxation of the 
muscles attached to the spine. Spinal Jesions 
refer to partially dislocated vertebrae which 
have been pushed out of place during an in- 
jury or have slipped out of place because of 
muscular weakness. 

Pain in the back may also result from a definite 
sprain, the patient remembering that the pain 
came on suddenly after a fall, or after wrench- 
ing or twisting the back while lifting a heavy 
load. The healthy person rapidly recovers from 
an injury of this type, but the individual hav- 
ing a tendency toward rheumatism may find 
that the rheumatic poisons settle in the affected 
area and continue to cause discomfort. Thus 
the injury may mark the start of a chronic form 
of backache. In some cases, the sprain will 
occur in the sacro-iliac region, producing mark- 
ed discomfort through the lower back. 


and it is undoubtedly true that foot abnormali- 
ties may throw the spine out of alignment and 
thus induce back distress. My feminine readers 
who have experienced a backache just from 
changing to heels of a different height will 
readily understand how a change in the position 
of the foot may influence the back. 


Arthritis of the spine is still another possible 
cause of backache. In the beginning, the 
changes in the vertebrae may be so slight that 
it is hard to detect them, but after the case ad- 
vances, these changes may be discovered by 
using the X-ray. 

Aches in the upper part of the back are often 
due to occupational strains such as are brought 
y sewing, knitting, or typing over a long 
period of time. Backache may also result from 
weakness of the back muscles which are flabby 
from lack of exercise and which lack the neces- 
sary strength to support the back properly. The 
proper kind of exercise which will tone up 
these muscles will succeed in banishing this

Early in the week an out-of-town reader 
asked for the first and second articles of the 
“Usury” series that appeared in The Bulletin a 
few weeks ago.

Free discussion on this continent of King 
Edward's love affair with the alluring Mrs. 
Wally Simpson has resulted in discreet, but 
significant references in the British press, and 
to Cabinet discussion. It may yet result in 
open cleavage between the King and his ad- 
visers. 

Nobody is going to lose their head over the 
matter, but when British monarchs and their 
advisers clash, monarchs learn who are the real 
rulers. 

Every free-thinking subject, whether or not 
he desires the end of the system of maintaining 
expensive establishments to provide heirs for 
the Throne, will feel that the King ought to be 
free to marry for love. The regret is not that 
Mrs. Simpson is an American or a commoner, 
but that she is a third-hand wife. A seccnd- 
hand wife for their monarch would be hard 
enough for the British public to accept, but a 
third-hand wife with both previous husbands 
still living, outrages British pride as well as 
British propriety. The last husband in the ser- 
ies was shuffled off under circumstances that 
would cause the intervention of the King’s Proc- 
tor, had the Jady not been under the protec- 
tion of His Majesty.

But 
these happy islanders, to whom life was a per- 
petual picnic, these lacked only a correct theo- 
logical belief to fit them for eternal bliss. So 
the good ship Duff was laden with artizan-mis- 
sionaries and trading goods, and left the Thames 
on Aug. 10, 1797 to Calvinize the islands of the

It is a fascinating story, and in these chill 
winter days in Edmonton will make many a 
reader wish he was an early missionary in the 
South Seas, ordering the natives to come and 
live near to him for instruction, having them 
build houses and churches—one great church at 
Tahiti 712 feet long and 54 feet wide, so that 
three preachers could preach at the same time, 
on the principle of the modern three-ringed 
circus, 

Once the terror of hellfire had been brought 
vividly to the once-happy natives, the process 
of regularizing their lives began. Polygamy was 
forbidden, all had to rise at 6 a.m. on the sound 
of a bell, for prayers and work. Pear|-fishing, 
cotton-weaving, arrowroot culture, cocoanut oi] 
production were started. Considerable trading 
privileges for private profit were accorded the 
missionaries, The old practice of tattooing was 
forbidden, and those found guilty were ex- 
posed to the hell of punishment on solitary 
reefs without food or water or condemned to 
stone-carrying. Men had to wear shirts and 
pants, and women wear Mother Hubbard gowns 
under penalty of punishment. All were instruct- 
ed in the duties of Christian giving, the arrow- 
root and cocoanut oil being sold to traders or 
Shipped to the London market 

But don't think it was all hunky-dory for the 
missionaries, John Williams finally was mur- 
dered by natives on a new island he sought to 
convert, More distressing was the plight of 
Brother John Harris. On his arrival at the 
Marquesas, the chief accorded him the custom- 
ary gift of a young woman to be his wife. When 
Brother Harris sought to ignore the perplexed 
young wife, she gathered together some woman 
friends. They stole into his chamber at night, 
there to satisfy themselves as to whether a mis- 
take had been made in his sex or not. Unfor 
tunately they awakened the missionary, Brother 
Harris was so alarmed he packed and left the 
islanders to their fate.

PROTECTION AGAINST 
TERMITES 


By Roger B, Whitman 
I am hearing more and more of 
| damage to houses by termites, and 
from practically all sections of the 


country. Termites are now known 
to be the real cause of a destruction 
} of wood that was formerly blamed 
on dry rot. It is a matter of fact | 
that nature provides termites for 
the reduction of dead wood to mold. | 
They are part of the scheme of | 
things. They are pests only when | 
they attack wood that mankind} 
wants to preserve. We cannot hope 
to exterminate termites. Our pro- 
tection against them is to build our 
houses in such a way that they can- 
not be invaded. 

Termite nests are always in the 
ground, In attacking a house, they | 
do not set up nests in the wood- | 
work, but travel back and forth be- | 
tween the wood and the home nest. 
Considering the damage that they 
can do, it seems only rational to 
build a house in such a way and of 
such materials that an attack will 
not be possible. 

Foundations should be poured 
concrete, reinforced with steel bars 
to prevent cracking. In modern 
house designs, the first floor is on 
a level with the ground-—or nearly 
so. This brings the floor beams 
within easy reach of termites. These 
beams should therefore be of steel | 
instead of wood. Sills, studs, sheath- 
ing and other wood parts are also 
exposed, For protection, these wood 
parts should be impregnated with 
any one of several chemicals that! 
will make them __ termite-proof. 
Treated wood can be had through | 
any lumber yard. The price will be) 
somewhat increased, but consider- 
ing the damage that is avoided, the | 
extra cost can be regarded as in- 
surance, and jis certainly a small 
price to pay. 

Termites are of three classes or 
castes, The largest caste is made 
up of “workers,” which do the) 
damage. A second class, is known | 
as “soldiers,” protect the workers | 
jagainst the attacks of ants and 
| other enemies, Both of these castes 
are white; they are blind and never 
come to the surface. The third class 
/is made up of winged, black “re- 
productives.” Once a year in the 
spring, occasionally also in the fall, | 
these appear in a great swarm; they | 
flutter about for a brief time, drop 
| their wings, and disappear. A swarm | 
of insects is a danger signal | 
that no home owner should Gisre-| 
gard. He should at once find out 
whether his house has been at- 
tacked. There will be no outward 
sign on the woodwork; the destruc-

Gleaned From 


No Clause In City 
Charter Empowering 
Interest Reduction 


There is no provision in the Edmonton charter which 
expressly or by implication empowers council to alter or 
reduce interest rates either on bonds or any other interest- 
bearing contracts into which the city has entered, according 
to a legal opinion handed to Mayor Joseph A. Clarke, K.C., 
Monday by City Solicitor Thomas Garside. 

+ Mr. Garside’s report was an an- 


swer to several questions by the 

mayor as to Edmonton's powers 

in connection with the proposed 
reduction in bond interest rates. 

The sclicitor holds that it would 

be necessary to obtain proper le- 

gislative authority to accomplish 
this. 

Outlining steps which would have 
to be taken toward lower rates, Mr. 
Garside refers to the Act passed at 
the second session of the provincial 
legislature which sets three per cent 
as the maximum rate of interest 
which can be collected on muni- 
cipal debentures. “Should council 
decide to request the provincial 
government to proclaim the statute 
mentioned this could be done by re- 
solution,” he reports, 

If, however, city council decided 
to ask for the necessary legislative 
authority for reduction of rates ap- 
plying to Edmonton alone, such an 
application could be presented to 
the government 
proposed charter amendment draft- 
ed by council's charter amendment 
(bylaws) committee,
